“f am informed, may it please Your 
Honor, that the jury in the Williams 
case stood at first 9 to 3 for convic- 
tion in the first degree tor murder. The 
activity and energy of those three over- 
came ‘the nine. 

“This was to some extent due to phys- 

ical conditions. I am told that the 
room in which the jury deliberated was 
intolerably close and foul—that when 
the electric fan was in operation the 
jurors could not hear one another's 
words, and that when it was still they 
could not deliberate for the heat. 
“You have before you, your Honor, 
evidence in contempt proceedings of the 
methods pursued in the Williams case. 
This office has further information of 
questionable procedure.

His body was not taken down un- 
til late this morning. Kelly probably 
will die.

Finding, after an inspection of 500 
miles of thé Missouri Pacific Railway 
tracts, that the company has permitted 
the road to deteriorate to such an ex- 
tent as to endanger the lives of its em- 
ployes and the traveling public, the 
Commission issued an order ‘luesday 
Limiting the speed of trains on the main 
line between Jefferson City and Kansas 
City to 30 miles an hour, on the Colora- 
do line from Kansas City to the Kansas 
State line to 12 miles an hour, on the 
Fiver, route between Kansas City and 
Jefferson. City to 2% miles an hour and 
on the-Jine between Pleasant Hill and 
“Joplin to 25 miles an hour. 
Decayed Ties, Report Says. 


The Commission, in a long report, de- 
clares that the company has shown dis- 
regard to the safety of trainmen and 
the public by failure to replace decayed 
ties and carelessness in properly driving 
down spikes. ; 

In issuing the order, the commission 
-- geclares that until the defects specific- 

 glly pointed out are corrected the speed 
| of trains over the divisions affected 
faust not exceed the limit fixed by the 
board. An inspection of the tracks, be- 
ginning at Jefferson City, was made by 
Commissioners Knott, Oglesby and 
Wightman and Secretary Bradley, June 
2 to July 1. 

The commissioners went over the 


2 main line from Jefferson City to Kan- 


sas City, the Colorado line from Kansas 
City to the Kansas State line, the river 
route from Kansas City to Jefferson 
City, and the route from Pleasant Hill 
to Joplin, all of which lines are con- 
trolled by the Missouri Pacific. 

The report states that the commis- 
‘sion began its investigation at Jeffer- 
‘son City, walking half a mile east of 
the station and found the switches in 
bad condition and many rotten ties. 
New rails were lying on the right of 
way, but apparently no effort had been 
made to lay them. 

Main Line Defects. 

Defects on the main line between 

Jefferson City and Kansas City, dis- 
covered by a casual inspection, are 
pointed out as follows: 
_ Retten ties, just west of Cole Junc- 
tion, which need immediate attention. 
‘Rotten ties were observed at mile post 
96-10, which should be replaced with 
ones. 
ck in bad condition at Warrens- 
burg, under overhanging wagon cross- 
ing, where switch ties are rotten and 
road bed needs ditching and ballasting. 
“West of wagon crossing west of Pleas- 
ant Hill, rotten ties were noted, and 
spikes not driven to proper position, so 
that heads will touch flange of rail. 

» At mile posts 251, 252, defective ties 
were found. At mile post 258 the same 
condition prevails. The report states 
‘that as a whole the tle condition ic bad, 
needing immediate attention. 

On. the Colorado line, between Martin 
City and Red Ridge the report states 
that the tie condition is exceptionally 
tad, there being found many rotten ties 
in bunches of from two to five, with 
ro good ones near enough to protect and 
strengthen the weak ones.

Broken Rails Found. 


Five typewritten pages of the report 
‘are consumed in pointing out the defects 
in the tracka between Pleasant Hill and 
Joplin.

In numerous places the commission re- 
ports that it found broken rails, broken 
frogs and angle bars, narrow embank- 
ments, improper drainage, spikes not

ENDS LONG MAN HUNT 





Heavily .Armed, Mysterious 
Fugitive Had Terrorized 
Northern Indiana. 


—_ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 17.—Swimming a 
slough, holding a shotgun above his 
head, a policeman sent a bullet into the 
head of a wild man yesterday after the 
outlaw had slain another policeman and 
seriously shot four others in the deso- 
late region near Pine Station, Ind. The 
bringing to the ground of the desperado 
was the finale of one of the most dra- 
matic and thrilling man hunts ever wit- 
nessed in the vicinity of Chicago. 

Pine is on the Lake Shore. Road, be- 
tween Gary and Whiting. For three 
months the strange man had terrorized 
the sand dune and scrub oak country 
along the [Indiana shore. The hunted 
man was ‘illed after a running fight 
witn a posse of 50 men. He was finally 
surrounded and in the fusillade that 
followed it is said that over 400 shots 
were exchanged. He had a revolver 
and shotgun, plenty of ammunition, and 
a large knife. 

The victims: 

Chambers, Frank, policeman from 
Gary; shot in stomach from 
both barrels of a shotgun at close 
range; died in Hammond Hospital. 
Harrigan, Edward, East Chicago, shot 
in hand. 

Martin, Frank, poiiceman, Gary; shot 
in arm. 

Mulcahy, John, policeman, 
shot in face and hand. 

Jenkins, William, policeman, 
slightly wounded. 

The body of the desperado was taken 
to Gary. 

It is supposed he was an escaped 
prisoner—possibly a lunatic—although 
nothing had been discovered that would 
throw any light on his identity. Chief 
Rambach of the Hammond police re- 
gards him as an outlaw rather than a 
crazy man. 


Battle in Lonely Region. 
The scene of the manhunt is one of 


the most lonely in Northern Indiana. 
The pine trees and scrub oaks are 
dense in parts, and where there are 
openings in the trees the sand dunes 
appear. There are few houses in the 
barren region. Although there is great 
industrial activity in all directions, at 
Gary, at East Chicago, and at Ham- 
mond, an oppressive silence prevails 
in this particular location except when 
it is broken by a passing railroad train. 
It was in this region that the car 
barn bandits had their dugout and 
where they were captured several years 
ago. 

The stranger “was located Sunday in 
the thick woods about Pine; midway 
between Gary and Hammond. He ap- 
peared to be avout 40 years old and a 
thick beard almost covered his face. 
He wore no hat and his head was cov- 
ered with large matted locks. He 
wore a pair of ragged trousers ané an 
old hunting shirt, and was bare footed. 
The stranger shouted something unin- 
telligible to the two railroad men who 
saw him and then darted into the 
woods. ; 
Sunday night he broke into Edward 
Marshall’s machine shop at Pine sta- 
tion and stole a shotgun, a revolver, 
a hunting knife, a cartridge belt and a 
large quantity of ammunition. 


Found Him by Accident. 
Nothing more was seen of the stranger 


until yesterday, though farmers missed 
fowls from their henhouses. Police- 
man Frank Chambers of Gary and two 
deputies were out looking for Tom Col- 
ton, @ negro, who had shot and killed 
Calhoun Wallace, another negro, when 
they unexpectedly encountered the wild 
man, midway between Tolleston and 
Gary. Chambers was armed with a 
shotgun and the deputies had revolvers. 
The fugitive came suddenly out from 
a clump of trees with a menacing yell 
and fired both barrels of his shotgun 
at Chambers at a range of 20 yards. 
Chambers threw up both hands and 
sank without a sound. The wild man 
ran like a deer and the two deputies 
started after him, but desisted in the 
chase after a few paces and returned to 
Chambers. 

A posse of 50 men from Gary, Tolle- 
son, East Chicago and Pine Station was 
organized promptly. The fugitive was 
seen just beyond Pine Station. 

His was an appearance to strike ter- 
ror to the most courageous heart. 
Weighing nearly 200 pounds and more 
than 6, feet tall, his eyes wild and dis- 
tended, his face covered with hair, his 
body lathered with mud and sand, he 
looked more like a gorilla than a hu- 
man being. 

When he saw the posse he dart- 
ed behind a clump of bushes and 
let the policemen have both bar- 
rels. Several of the buckshot went 
through Martin's hat and arm. Mul- 
cahy also was wounded by the same 
charge. Chief Martin of Gary, a broth- 
er of Frank Martin, had a narrow es- 
cape. A shot went through his hat. 
The remainder of the posse, who fol- 
lowed closely behind the policemen.

A 380-mile course in St. Louis County 
or in Pike County, Mo., will be offered 
to the American Automobile Associa- 
tion in the effort to bring the Vander- 
bilt cup race to Missouri. The race 
would be ten times around the course. 

The St. Louis and Missouri Automo- 
bile associations. desire to have the 
race run over a Missouri course Oct. 
19, two days before the international 
balloon races, to be started from St. 
Louls. The officers of the national 
body, the local officers have been in- 
formed, are desirous of holding the con- 
test at that time and near St. Louis, 
chiefly because of the balloon events. 

Two conditions attach to the invita- 
tion—the approval by the County Court 
of the county selected for the races, 
and the furnishing of an adequate 
guard to patrol the course. For this 
purpose, the local association officers 
believe, only the State militia would 
be satisfactory. Gov. Folk will be asked 
to authorize the use of the militia, 
chiefly on the ground that the eyent 
will be a great aid to the good roads 
movement. 

If the promise of the militia can be 
obtained. the promoters of the race be- 
lieve, the approval of county authori- 
ties can be expected.

Britton said Wednesday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: 

“Letters and telegrams which I have 
had from A. R. Partington of New 
York, chairman of the committee in 
charge of the Vanderbilt race, make it 
seem certain that the contest can be 
brought here if we can make the neces- 
sary local arrangements. 

“Mr. Calhoun is in charge of the se- 
lection of a course. We have found our- 
selves narrowed down to -two courses, 
one in St. Louis County, and one in Pike 
County. The latest advices from Pike 
County are that some of the roads there 
are sO narrow and others on embank- 
ments so high as to be undesirable. 

“On Long Island, where the race has 
been held for the past three years, the 
insufficient patrolling of the course has. 
been responsible for the accidents which 
have occurred. The stewards of the cup 
are unwilling to have another race run 
without thorough safeguards. 

Wouldn’t Protect Public. 

“We do not wish to bring the race 
here without insuring the safety of spec- 
tators and the public. We do not wish 
to force the face on the county against 
the. will of its residents. We believe 
that there will not be serious opposition 
if we are able to guarantee safety, 
and for this reason we have asked the 
Governor to order companies of the 
State Militia to serve along the course, 
in sufficient numbers to keep crowds 
back and to prevent accidents to those 
who ordinarily use the road. 

“The event will help the good roads 
movement along, and will thus benefit 
the entire State, and especially the lo- 
cality where it is held.”’ 

In the last Vanderbilt cup race, 
held on Long Island Oct. 6 last, one 
spectator was killed and several oth- 
ers were injured because of the fail- 
ure of the deputy sheriffs who pa- 
trolled the course to keep the crowds 
back at the sharp. turns. Another

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TRAGEDY ON BATTLESHIP 


CLOT OF SOOT 
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Floating Down From 
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Smokestack of Georgia 


It Is Believed to Have Ignited Covering 
of Bag of Smokeless Powder. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—It is said at 
the Navy Department that it is im- 
probable the accident aboard the bat- 
tleship Georgia resulted from any care- 
lessness or lack of precaution on the 
part of the personnel of the ship. A 
thorough inspection was made recently 
of every detail of the Georgia’s ord- 
nance by Commander Schofield, one of 
the most expert of ordnance officers. 

It included each of the’ guns, the de- 
tails of the turret mechanism, the work- 
ings of the ammunition hoists, which 


rets of the Georgia are rather more 
complicated than in the ordinary type, 
and finally and most important, the 
handling of the guns, mechanism and 
ammunition by the sailors. 

It was found that the ship’s com- 
pany was efficient, and it was certain 
they were closely following the firing 
regulations. 

In the absence of any other plausible 
explanation, the ,officials here are dis- 
posed to give consideration to the the- 
ory advanced by some of the Georgia’s 
officers that the powder charge of the 
eight-inch gun was fired accidentally by 
a clot of soot, which came floating 
down, smoldering, from the _ ship's 
smokestack, settled by chance through 
the open scuttle on top of the turret 
and alighted on the bag of smokeless 
powder in the arms of the loader. 

It is pointed out that the bag inclos- 
ing the powder is made of thin serge, 
necessarily inflammable, in order to be 
entirely consumed in the bore of the 
gun after the charge is fired, other- 
wise bits of burning cloth might accl- 
dentally explode the next charge of 
powder introduced before the breach of 
the gun could be closed. In case of 
ammunition used in battle, the bag- 
ging is frequently made of silk, with a 
view of securing still greater strength 
and perfect combustion of the envelope 
after firing. It is proposed to carry the 
principle still further and the Ordnance 
Bureau is experimenting with a method 
of impregnating the cloth with collodion, 
to make it at once waterproof and high- 
ly inflammable. 

It is almost necessary to have the 
scuttle on top of the turret open while 
target practice is going on, owing to the 
heat from the guns. The opening also 
affords an easy means of communica- 
tion for orders. It further afffords the 
gunners an avenue of escape in case 
of accident. The men apparently per- 
ished in the Georgia's turret through 
the very means adopted to secure their 
safety. 

It is declared by naval officers that if 
a tub of water had been in the turret, 
it would have been possible for the man 
handling the charge of powder to have 
put it in the water and prevented the 
accident.

Massachusetts Safe Roads Associa-

CTY COMMISSION 
TO STUDY RATES 


Councilman Newell Offers Bill to 
Carry Out Cooper Public 
Utilities Act. 











The first movement to take advantage 
of the Cooper law, giving St. Louis, 
among other cities, the right to control 
the rates of public utilities, was made 
Tuesday when Councilman Saunders 
Norvell introduced a bill authorizing the 
appointment of a commission of nine to 
regulate public service rates and the 
terms and conditions of the franchises. 
e The bill names the Mayor, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, the City Counsellor, the Presi- 
dent of the Council and the Speaker of 
the House of Delegates as members, in 
addition to four citizens selected by the 
Mayor with special reference to “their 
reputation for fearlessness, intelligence 
and impartiality.’’ 

Of the four citizens one must repre- 
sent the transportation interests, one 
the real estate and building, one the 
business and commercial interests and 
one labor and industrial elements. 

$10,000 for Expenses. 

The commission is to be appointed as 
soon as the bill creating it has become 
an ordinance. An appropriation of $10,- 


000 is provided to pay the four mem- 
bers, not public officers, $1000 a year, 
and the secretary, who will be specially 
employed. 
The commission is to elect a chairman 
from its owne membership. Public of- 
ficials serving on the commission will 
receive no extra pay. 
The commission’s duties will be to 
investigate all rights, franchises and 
permits granted to public utility cor- 
porations to prepare a list of companies 
enjoying such privileges to revise and 
codify the ordinances under which the 
companies are operating, to tabulate the 
amounts paid to the city for the use 
of streets or for other special grants, 
and to record the franchises forfeited 
by non-use or misuse. 

Report to Assembly. 
The Commission is to report to the 
Municipal Assembly with recommenda- 
tions of reforms and is to introduce or- 


dinances “enabling the city to revise 
the terms and rates’ fixed by fran- 
chises and to raise or lower the amount 
of compensation which the companies 
are paying the city. 

The Commission's report must be sub- 
mitted within six months of its crea- 
tion. The Municipal Assembly may dis- 
solve it by concurrent resolution.

VICTIM COMPLAINANT 


Woman Whom They Say 
Was Engaged by Detectives 
Denies the Accusation. 


Mrs. Emma Street, aged 28, a fortune 
teller of 1143 North Thirteenth street, 
and Mrs. Mary Black, living at the same 
address, were prisoners Tuesday in the 
Four Courts holdover, upon the com- 
plaint of Mrs. Emma B. Warren, keeper 
of a rooming house at 1720 Olive street. 
Mrs. Warren told tne police that the 
two women visited her house at 6 p. m™.

PNEUMATIC TUBE BILL I$

Proposition Made by Attorneys 
May Win Promoters the

Bills granting E. Manny Hodgman 
and Ef@fgene H. Abadie franchises to

Moulton, having been city engineer be- 
fore him—in 1855 under Mayor King, 
and from 1868 to 1874 under Mayors 
Thomas, Cole and Brown.
